New Search Committee Requested, 
Kerr Charter Objects 


A charter objection by manager search committee 
member Councilor Walter T. Kerr has postponed a mo¬ 
tion by Councilor Richard Theroux to have Council 
President Paul Fieldstad dismiss the current five member 
search committee with five new members. 

Kerr contended that the committee followed the same 
procedure as the two past search committees in the ap¬ 
pointments of former managers James D. Westman and 
Peter Caputo. 

Blamed Theroux 

He blamed Theroux, a search committee member on 
the Westman appointment and council president who 
appointed the committee that located Caputo, as being 
responsible for any procedural problems the present 
committee may have inherited. 

“All we did was follow the procedure that was of 
your initiative,” Kerr remarked to Theroux. 

Council President Paul Fieldstad also overruled an at¬ 
tempt by Councilor Elaine Bonavita to hire acting Town 
Manager Edward Caba for the fulltime post. The coun¬ 
cil recently reappointed Caba to a third three-month 
term as temporary manager after failing to hire him to 
the permanent post. 

Discussion on Theroux’ motion held all the ingre¬ 
dients for an explosive debate but councilors managed 
to maintain a calm attitude toward the proposal. 

According to Theroux, the present search committee, 
chaired by Councilor Robert DcForge, had finished its 
business when the council failed to hire the two finalists 
in a five-month process in May. 

Several councilors then attempted to hire Caba for 
the permanent position but that, too, fell to the wayside 
after much controversy and protest from several coun¬ 
cilors and former charter commission chairman Andrew 
C. Gallano. . 

Saying that the managerial appointment is the single 
most important issue the council has to deal with, 
Theroux said a fresh outlook is needed on the search 


committee and that his motion was not a “slap in the 
face” to the present committee. 

Bartnik Wants New Chairman 

DeForge drew criticism from committee member 
John Bartnik for not keeping the committee informed 
on the second round of manager hunting which, accor¬ 
ding to DeForge, began several weeks ago. 

Although DeForge initially would not comment when 
asked the status of the manager search, he stated that he 
has recently received three resumes and has advertised 
the position in various newspapers and trade journals. 

Bartnik criticized DeForge for failing to advertise the 
position in the Wall Street Journal and suggested that 
instead of appointing a new committee, Fieldstad 
should appoint a new chairman. 

Theroux also drew support from committee member 
Stephen Cincotta who commented that the present com¬ 
mittee was sluggish in its hunt for a replacement for 
former manager Peter Caputo who resigned in 
December of last year. 

Fieldstad took issue with Theroux’ motion, claiming 
that the committee followed the same steps as set down 
by the previous search committees. He blamed the entire 
council for any problems the search committee may 
have encountered. 

“1 really think it’s inappropriate for us to change the 
committee now. It would show instability on the council 
and would delay the process even longer, ” said 
Fieldstad, who appointed the committee in January. 

Council Vice-President William Herd called Theroux’ 
motion a “slap in the face” to the present committee. 
He suggested that instead of dismantling the entire com¬ 
mittee, any member who may wish to resign should in¬ 
form Fieldstad. 

Herd was immediately answered by Theroux, who 
said that his motion was intended to instill fresh blood 
into the committee and not criticize the present panel. 


School Committee 
Postpones 
Pay Hike Decision

At last Tuesday’s meeting of the Agawam School 
Committee, only one of several salary raises for t hose- 
persons who fall into the category of non-bargaineu for 
personnel met with the approval of committee 
members. 

With member Thomas Ennis absent, a salary increase 
of 6% was approved for Assistant Superintendent o‘ 
Schools James Bruno on a 5-1 vote. Walter Balboni cast 
the dissenting vote, qualifying his decision by staling he 
could not go along with an increase of that percentage. 

Bruno’s salary will now be set at $31,738. up from its 
present $29,942. According to salary statistics on school 
department personnel, without this raise, Bruno would 
have been earning less annually than the principals a 
either Agawam High or at Agawam Junior High. 

After approximately two hours in executive sessions, 
the committee deferred approval of raises for 
Superintendent Louis Hebert and Business Manager 
James Coon until their July 22 meeting of the commit¬ 
tee. Committee member Richard Borgatri pointed out to 
his colleagues that past procedure lias aiway - ' 

each member to to prepare a written evaluation of i'w 
superintendent’s performance prior to ora! discussion. 
Three of the committee members present had not 
prepared such a written evaluation, and therefore the 
committee decided to postpone discussion until such 
procedure could be followed. 

No reason was given publicly as to why Coon's raise 
was not decided or as to why the salary schedule for the 
school department secretarial staff was not set. Aside 
from approval of moving to Step 2Mrs. Dian Curran, 
secretary to the superintendent and stenographer to the 
committee, no other action was taken on secretarial 
salaries. Funds have already been budgeted for a 7% in¬ 
crease, but, according to several committee members, 
that does not mean that such a percentage has to be ap¬ 
proved. 

At an executive session held on June 19th, the com¬ 
mittee approved a $3,000 merit raise for Superintendent 
Hebert on a 6-1 vote. This raise has stirred much con¬ 
troversy among top town officials as well as with several 
town councilors. 

One councilor, terming the approval of this merit 
raise “unfair,” declared, “The comittee appeared 
before us telling us how difficult it would be to cut 
funds without hurting the quality of education in 
Agawam, and yet within a few days, they turn around 
and approve a $3,000 raise for a man who’s only been in 
town six months. Then to indicate that Hebert expects a 
7°7o raise on top of the $3,000 is completely unfair.” 

“Consider Teacher Increments” 

Personnel are evaluated on an individual basis an-' 
nually to determine their qualifications for salary ^in¬ 
creases. Hebert explained his request saying, “The 7°'o 
we are asking for is not out of line with what teachers 
were given. You have to take into consideration that 
70 °7o of teachers in Agawam are still on step levels that 
grant yearly increments in addition to their 5^0 salary 
increase. The effective average increase for teachers this 
year will be 7.2%.” 

Hebert went on to note that personnel who are part of 
a bargaining unit are very close in salary to what their 
colleagues in other area communities are receiving. 
“But,” he pointed out, “this is not true tor ad¬ 
ministrators from the principal level up through 
superintendent. Agawam is substantially lower than 
almost all of the area communities.”

MHCST Stages 
Second Play Of Season 


The Mount Holyoke College Summer Theatre is stag¬ 
ing its second play of the season, Vanities by Jack 
Heifner. It’s a three-act play that shows three stages in 
the growth of three girls from high school to college in 
the sixties to encroaching middle age in 1974. It is a 
preceptive and interesting play, especially for those of 
us who shared the experiences of those years. This par¬ 
ticular play is top-notch. 

[ There are three dressing tables, or vanities, on the set 
and each act opens, or rather before each act opens, the 
girls make-up and dress for their respective roles as they 
physically and emotionally change during these ten 
years of their lives. With music from Mashed Potatoes 
to Judy Collins’ Both Sides Now, the girls establish their 
different personalities from the manner in which they 
dress and look at themselves. This device is both funny 
and serious, highly entertaining as is the entire play. 

Joanne, Kathy, and Mary are high school 
cheerleaders in Act I. Fitted with complete outfits right 
down to the pompoms, we are reminded that popularity 
was prized, that learning and books were insignificant, 
that boys and popularity were one and the same. The 
importance they give to cheerleading, dances and other 
social functions is both hilarious and sad, It is casually 
mentioned that the date is Friday, November 22nd, and 
when the principal announces that the President has 
been shot, the girls are only relieved that the football 
game will go on as planned. 

Act II takes the girls to college, and here their dif¬ 
ferences are more pronounced. Popularity is still impor¬ 
tant, but more so to Joanne than to Mary or Kathy. The 
revolutionary changes of those years affect each of the 
girls differently. Flower children, drugs and guitars tar¬ 
nish the ideal image and the protests on VietNam are 
not easily brushed off. _

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Council Will ‘Wait 
And See’ On 
WORC 

Town Council has postponed reconsideration of its 
$562,000 bond earmarked for the maligned Westover 
Occupational Resource Collaborative and will play a 
wait-and-see game with neighboring Longmeadow 
before taking any further action on the bond. 

Hebert Says Wait 

Upon the strong recommendation of Superintendent 
of Schools Louis J. Hebert, councilors voted 10-2 to 
table again a June 16 motion by Councilor Donald 
Rheault to reconsider the town’s participation until a 
special workshop meeting August 25. 

The town’s role in the project has become jeopardiz¬ 
ed, according to several councilors, due to the politics 
between Longmeadow and WORC prexy in recent 
weeks. \ 

Longmeadow has yet to vote whether to join with 
Agawam, West Springfield, and South Hadley in 
WORC. WORC Director Richard Talbot has offered 
Longmeadow a deal where they can join at a lower cost. 
The move infuriated West Springfield School Commit¬ 
tee members and several councilors here. 

The council approved three WORC bond readings in 
May and the 10-2, according to Council President Paul 
Fieldstad, remains a solid indication that the communi¬ 
ty still supports WORC. 

Councilor Richard Theroux, a strong proponent of 
WORC, again reaffirmed his commitment to the plan to 
renovate the old Westover AirForce Hospitial for a 
regional vocational school. At least four communities 
are needed to get the renovation process off the ground. 

Councilors Monday continued to voice concern over 
giving Longmeadow a 25 percent reduction of their 
$511,700 expenditure and asked Hebert if the town’s 
cost would increase. 

At this time, Hebert said he was unsure of a cost in¬ 
crease for the community but promised to keep the 
council informed, a factor which further irritated 
Fieldstad and others. The council has complained that 
communication between WORC officials and par¬ 
ticipating communities' has been erratic. 

No False Rumors 

Hebert told councilors not to be misled by false 
rumors and said that although Talbot has stated WORC 
may be delayed one year, Longmeadow’s prompt par¬ 
ticipation will keep the project on its September, 1981 
schedule. 

The majority of school board members here remain 
supportive of WORC although member Walter Balboni 
has warned his colleagues that allowing Longmeadow 
into WORC at a reduced price is a “slap in the face” 
and could produce long range financial hardships for 
9he town. 

Councilors Robert DeForge and William Herd voted 
•against the tabling which was issued by Theroux. 

Theroux suggested that the council and school board 
meet at the August 25 workshop to discuss WORC’s 
status.

“Now in Year II, this growing 
partnership between schools and museums will result in 
even more creative uses of cultural resources by 
Agawam elementary students in their everyday 
studies.”

Prorogation is defined as the act of officially ending 
the meeting of a legislative body. As this legislative ses¬ 
sion was winding down, I was reminded of another 
definition. One individual, experienced in the workings 
on Beacon Hill, recently defined prorogation as “PRO- 
fessional ROGues doing their thing!” Some of the ac¬ 
tivities of the closing days of the 1980 session, unfor¬ 
tunately, make the joke less amusing. 

At 6:00 A.M. last Wednesday morning, the House 
wound up- nearly eighteen hours of steady debate on a 
deficiency budget which included a 10% wholesale 
gasoline tax. The hike, which will have the immediate 
effect of raising the cost of gasoline by l c , is supported 
by Governor King. The intent was to use the money to 
fund the emergency fuel assistance accounts in order to 
provide aid to the elderly and low income families 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Certainly such aid is essential. Never again should our 
senior citizens or low income families be backed into the 
food-or-fuel corner. 

1 fought hard against this tax hike - not because I do 
not believe in assisting the elderly and low income 
families through the cold winter that will inevitably 
follow thes 3 warm summer days - but because the 
money to fund the fuel program is already available in 
the state’s treasury. It simply needs to be released. 

To that end a large number of amendments were fil¬ 
ed. Unfortunately, though we offered many alternative 
funding mechanisms in order that you would not be fur¬ 
ther taxed, the majority of the House members figured 
that you could afford to pay extra for each gallon of 
gas, no matter how expensive that gasoline may get. As 
the price of gas goes up, so vn\\ this tax. 

Taxes that were “temporarily” imposed in 1975 on 
cigarettes, liquor, and gasoline became permanent ef¬ 
fective July 1st. 1 proposed that these monies be used to 
fund the fuel assistance program. New taxes are not 
necessary. 

And, as of July 1st, as those who went to renew their 
licenses will attest, the fee for driver’s licenses has been 
upped 100%. That may be just the beginning, for the 
legislature recently passed a bill which would remove the 
setting of all sorts of registration fees from the control 
of the General Court and has given the authority to the 
Governor’s appointed Secretary of Administration and 
Finance. Licenses for fishing, hunting, boating and for 
professional registrations are now subject to change by 
Secretary Hanley. There is no cap, no maximum, and 
very litter oversight. 

With prorogation now a fact of life, this will be the 
last regular column that 1 submit. As a candidate for re- 
election, being opposed in November, 1 believe in all 
fairness that the editor not be subjected to claims for 
“equal time” requests which might occur. 

I will file a resume of all legislation passed or vetoed 
as soon as the Governor’s time to consider bills laid 
before him for approval or rejection has expired. 

I have thoroughly enjoyed providing the weekly up¬ 
date on legislative activity during the past session and 
trust that it has been of informative value to the elec¬ 
torate

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Two New Programs 
Offered At Y Camp 


Two new and innovative programs are now being of¬ 
fered at the Metropolitan YMCA’s Camp Millbrook in 
Agawam. A full day camp program from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. for 5 year olds, and the Wilderness Program for 
12-14 year olds have been added to the regular camping 
programs designed for children from the ages of 3 to 14. 

The full day for 5 year olds is being offered in addi¬ 
tion to the regular half-day program for 3-5 year olds. 

The program is nature oriented and is geared for the 
campers’ discovery and awareness of the out-of-doors. 
Daily activities include swimming lessons, arts and 
crafts, adventure, free swim, and nature, all centered 
around outdoor tearing and awareness. 

The program is based on knowledge, appreciation, 
and living with nature. Daily nature walks are taken for 
the campers to develop a feeling of comfort with 
nature’s woods, streams, and animals. The director, 
Karen Larson of Otis, is a recent graduate of Westfield 
State College who majored in elementary education. 
She states, “the staff maintains a warm atmosphere 
which allows for an acknowledgement of individual 
limitation, along with room for growth.’’ 

The Wilderness Program is an opportunity for young 
people ages 12 through 148to experience many aspects of 
outdoor living. This program demands the development 
of various survival skills such as first aid, orienteering, 
outdoor cooking, and rock climbing. During each of the 
two week sessions, campers will explore a new realm of 
wilderness adventure. Participants gain individual self 
confidence and learn group cooperation and respon¬ 
sibly through the program. 

According to Kathryn K'. Zingg, who is the Camp 
Director, “the Wilderness unit provides children with 
positive outdoor educational experiences that challenge 
themselves individually as well as in a group.” 

Camp will begin its second session on July 14 and will 
run until July 25, with two 2-week sessions continuing 
through August 22. 

Camp Millbrook is located on Perry Lane in 
Agawam. Transportation for these programs is 
available to children in Feeding Hills, Springfield, 
Longmeadow, and Suffield, Ct.

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The Holyoke Water Power Co. demonstrated a new 
downstream passage facility designed to aid 
anadromous fish to return to the Atlantic Ocean after 
spawning above the dam across the Connecticut River. 
To view the system in operation now seems like a simple 
solution to a very serious problem. Coming up with the 
facility and developing it so that the shad would not be 
injured incurred a great deal of experimentation and 
brain power. 

The shad are herded by an electric fence into the 
boathouse where they are given an electric shock to 
momentarily stun them. 

The fish are then swept down a 30 inch wide, 300 foot 
long pipe which leads below the dam and back into the 
river. 

The problem encountered was in learning how to han¬ 
dle the fish electrically. Shocking the fish is easy, but to

do it in such a way the fish are not injured is difficult. 

The electric fence prevents the shad from becoming 
trapped in the 4.5 miles of canal the company operates. 

The electric bypass is the only one of its kind in the 
world. Already the company is receiving inquiries from 
overseas as well as from within this country. On the 
West Coast, mechanical systems are used and are more 
expensive to operate. 

John T. Hickey, WPCO manager, said the system 
costs about $100,000 and uses a pipe that was already in 
place.

I take along my “ultra light” Jebco fishing spinning 
gear and use a bobber to get the small fly out on the 
beaver impoundment. Brook trout in the 6 to 9 inch 
range are abundant. “What a meal!” It has its 
drawbacks. Usually the weather is hot and sticky and 
the flies and mosquitoes are insufferable. A repellant is 
a must. Another must is a small styrofoam cooler with 
ice. Leave it in the car and place the fish in the cooler as 
soon as possible. If you wait too long the trout will get 
spongy and spoil rapidly on you. 

LOOKING GOOD 

A meeting was recently held in Greenfield for 
residents to promote sites for a federal $800,000 adult 
salmon holding and smolt release, breeding facility on 
the Connecticut River between the Holyoke and 
Turner’s Falls dams. 

The criteria for the proposed salmon facility will re¬ 
quire a 500 gal. per-minute well capacity. The four big 
holding tanks and the smolts raceways, must be above 
the 100 year flood area. A lot of the land along the river, 
mainly in Northampton and Hadley, is eliminated by 
the 100 year flood plain. 

The holding capacity of the four tanks would be in 
the vicinity of 500 adult salmon, which could mean 
100,000 smolts released into the river. 

Steve Rideout, federal Fish and Wildlife Service, said

Police Contract

Behind the forceful and frank dialogue of acting 
Town Manager Edward Caba, Town Council has 
unanimously asked the administration to submit the 
necessary transfers of municipal funds so that the coun¬ 
cil can reconsider the three-year police patrolmen’s con¬ 
tract at their August 4 session. The council refused to 
release funding for the pact in February. 

With Patrolmen’s Union President Edward Borgatti 
and some 15 members of the department looking on, 
Caba told the council that the upcoming arbitration bet¬ 
ween the town and police union will probably result in 
the police receiving their 7, 10, and 10 percent wage 
hikes for fiscal 1980-83. Caba added that the communi¬ 
ty may be forced to pay additional monies for interest 
besides the lawyers and arbiter’s fees. 

Can’t Be Certain 

Asked for comment on the council action, Borgatti 
responded, “We feel optimistic but not overconfident. 
We still need 10 votes and that is never certain.” 

Besides the wage hike, the contract also includes 
several fringe benefits which have created trouble with 
the majority of the council since former Manager Peter 
Caputo inked the pact last December, one week before 
he resigned.

In public, councilors opposed to the contract said the 
police were receiving more than other municipal unions 
and that Caputo should have brought the contract to the 
council before signing it. 

Privately, however, several councilors admitted that 
Caputo’s excellent relationship with the department 
sparked claims that the former manager was “selling the 
town away” before resigning. 

According to Caba, Town Counsel Lambert Ollari 
ruled that the contract was binding leaving the town 
with little chance of winning the August arbitration. 

Caba pointed out that the town charter empowers the 
manager to sign contracts, as has been practiced in the 
past. He said if the council wishes access to labor 
negotiations, a charter change is necessary. “I need 
direction from you on what to do in the future,” he told 
councilors. 

Two-Thirds Needed 

Councilor Richard Theroux, who initiated the 
dialogue on giving the police their contract, said after 
the meeting he feels optimistic that the council will ap¬ 
propriate The necessary funding. Ten votes, or two- 
thirds of the body, are needed. 

During discussion at Monday’s meeting, Theroux 
commented that the council has done nothing to help 
settle the police contract dispute and has refused to 
establish a policy on how the council will become in¬ 
volved in future labor negotiations.” 

“What we have done, gentlemen, and without prece¬ 
dent is single out the police because some of us don’t 
like the contract. We have had policy sessions in the past 
to establish methods to correct situations at Town Hall 
yet we continue to do a disservice to the department and 
community,” said Theroux. 

At least three councilors, Elaine Bonavita, Alfred 
Trehey, and Paul Paleologopoulos spoke against pass¬ 
ing the contract, though Paleologopoulos was more 
concerned with receiving a legal definition of the coun¬ 
cil’s powers in labor negotiations before voting to enact 
the police contract. 

Ms. Bonavita said she would support the contract if 
the council would form a three-member police commis¬ 
sion because the “we have lost control of the police 
department in this town.” 

Fieldstad ruled Ms. Bonavita out of order. The coun¬ 
cil voted 13-0 to have Caba find the necessary monies. 
Ms. Bonavita is not expected to vote for the contract 
August 4. _
